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Scrap dealers to 
forfeit £152,000

A FATHER and two sons 
who made more than £1 
million by selling scrap 
metal on an illegal site 
have been ordered to 
forfeit £152,500. 

John Smith, 80, and his sons, 
David and George Loveridge, 
were ordered by Cambridge 
Crown Court to return cash made 
running an illegal waste site at 
Cophall Farm, Little Downham. 

The proceeds of crime hearing 
was told that David Loveridge, 51, 
of Plains Lane, Littleport, had made 
£1 million as a result of the illegal 
activity. 

He was ordered to repay £50,000. 
If he fails to do so within six 
months, he faces 18 months in jail. 

John Smith, 80, who lives at the 
yard, was deemed to have benefited 
by £150,000 and was ordered to pay 
back £100,000 within six months or 
face two years in jail. 

George Loveridge, 46, of Ely 
Road, Stretham, must pay £2,500 
from gains of £5,000. 

All three admitted five offences of 
breaching environmental 
regulations last year. 

David Loveridge served 15 
months in prison, George 
Loveridge served nine months and 
Smith was handed a 12-month 
prison term, suspended for two 
years.

The court previously heard 
they made almost £330,000 from 
selling scrap metal and saved 
£640,000 by not making the site 
suitable for their business. 

The yard was connected to the 
trading names Pymoor (Pymore) 
Skip Hire, AB Scrap Metal Dealers 
and A-B Cars Wanted, which had 
all advertised for scrap vehicles. 

These vehicles were collected, 
paid for and then dismantled 
before the scrap metal was sold. 

Soil samples showed the 
ground was contaminated with 
copper, lead and zinc and there 
was severe contamination of 
mineral oil and diesel - both 
classified as hazardous. 

Dafydd Williams a senior 
investigations manager for the 
Environment Agency, which 
brought the case, said: “This 
should act as warning to others 
who want to go down the same 
path.”

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End in sight as 
charity hit by 
cash shortage 


A CHARITY which 
provides a “much 
valued” social work 
service across the 
entire Diocese of Ely 
looks set to fold. 

The Ely Diocesan 
Committee for Family 
and Social Welfare 
(CFSW), which is a 
registered charity, is set to 
cease operating at the end 
of this year, the Weekly 
News can confirm. 

An urgent meeting has 
been arranged for 
Wednesday, July 18 when 
committee members and 
diocese leaders will vote 
on scrapping the charity. 

In a letter to the 
diocese, committee 
chairman, Adrian Wright, 
said: “At the AGM on May 
14 there was much in- 
depth debate about the 
future viability of the 
charity. 

“With the great re¬ 
duction in the monies 
being given in grants and 
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there being only enough 
investments to keep 
running for three years, it 
was decided to discuss 
the matter further at the 
executive committee’s 
next meeting. 

“On June 13, this 
meeting was held and it 
was decided unanimously 
by the executive comm¬ 
ittee that the charity 
would cease operating 
with effect from Dec¬ 
ember 31, 2012.” 

The CFSW has helped 
residents with everything 
from benefits advice to 
bereavement counselling, 
as well as mental health 
work, addiction advice, 
debt advice, relationship 
support and disability 
assistance. 

It worked by a small 
team of part-time social 
workers and counsellors 
offering free, confidential 


advice to people. 

A spokesman for the 
Diocese of Ely said the 
CFSW provided a “much 
valued” service. 

He said: “The Ely 
Diocesan CFSW is an 
independent charity 
which has provided a 
much valued service over 
many years, recently in 
the area of counselling. 

“Unfortunately CFSW 
has been unable to raise 
sufficient funds from 
external sources to enable 
it to continue operations. 

“Accordingly, the 
executive committee of 
CFSW has passed a 
resolution to cease 
operations at the end of 
2012. This motion will be 
put to a full meeting of 
members later in July. 

“Those people curr¬ 
ently receiving coun¬ 
selling will complete their 
therapies with their 
counsellors in a caring 
and ordered way before 
the end of December.” 


Coursing gang leaves court 
with threats to return 

FIVE men with more than 70 previous convictions 
between them have been found guilty of hare 
coursing in Cambridgeshire. 

They were fined, ordered to pay legal costs and 
sentenced to year-long driving bans. 

Edward Watson, Simon Stainer, Mark Whitwell, 
Matthew Giles and William Bath, from West Sussex 
and Surrey, trespassed on land at Hale Fen, 
Littleport, in pursuit of game on November 23. 

The men’s previous offences include handling 
stolen goods, shoplifting and causing unnecessary 
suffering to an animal. 

The court was told that Watson had 19 previous 
convictions, including for dangerous driving and 
assaulting a police constable, and Whitwell had 31, 
including failure to stop after an accident. 

The court heard police were called to Hale Fen after 
reports that five men were trespassing. 

The poachers claimed to be “out and about”, but 
were accompanied by five lurchers and their boots 
were covered in mud. A police officer then found a 
freshly caught dead hare. 

The men were cautioned and their Mercedes car 
seized. They were warned to leave the area and get 
a train home. 

Ninety minutes later police were called back after 
men with dogs were again seen trespassing. 
Watson, 37, of Billingshurst, West Sussex, Stainer, 
49, of Horsham, West Sussex, Whitwell, 40, of 
Billingshurst, West Sussex, Giles, 29, of Lingfield, 
Surrey, and Bath, 26, of Farnham, Surrey, denied 
the charges. 

Stainer was fined £230 with £186 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge. The others were each fined £110 
with £186 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

As they left the court the group shouted that they 
would return to the area despite the ruling. 

Chief magistrate David Bredin warned them their 
behaviour could result in contempt of court 
charges. Mr Bredin said: “Let this be a lesson to 
you, poaching is regarded as a very serious 
offence in this county.” 

Downpour could mean 
death knell for top show 

HEAVY rain forced the popular Pymoor Show to 
be cancelled last Saturday - and it might not 
return next year. 

Organisers of the show, which is one of East 
Anglia’s biggest agricultural events, were forced 
to call off the event after the site became 
waterlogged following a long period of rain. 
Chairman of the organising committee, John 
Pinnells, said: “We are extremely sorry that we 
had to cancel the show but we had no other 
choice. On Thursday we were out marking up the 
field in T-shirts and shorts and we woke up on 
Friday to just find water everywhere. 

“We went out and walked the field, which is 
when we realised there was no way we could 
have allowed the show to run. We would have 
ended up pulling cars onto the field, let alone 
pulling them off.” 

Mr Pinnells does not think the show will go ahead 
next year either. 

He said: “The show’s been running for 14 years 
now and in that time we have raised more than 
£100,000 for local charities. 

“But it’s getting harder and harder to organise 
and there are less people willing to get involved. 
“We will have to see what next year brings but I 
think it could be the end of an era for the show, 
which will obviously be sad.” 

Charities set to benefit from this year’s show 
were Guide Dogs for the Blind, the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance and the Royal Agricultural 
Benevolent Institute.

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Minister 
Paice is 
stumped by 
milk price 

FARMING minister Jim Paice 
has admitted he did not 
know the price of milk 
because “my wife buys most 
of it”. 

The MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire’s comments 
came as dairy farmers plan to 
protest over the latest milk 
price cuts announced by 
three major dairy processors, 
which the industry says 
means many farmers are 
making a significant loss on 
every litre they produce. 

Mr Paice said he supported 
farmers’ decision to go to 
London for a summit in 
Westminster. But he warned 
against more “militant” 
activity by dairy farmers 
angry at the new cuts, which 
follow reductions earlier this 
year. 

Quizzed on BBC Radio 4’s 
Farming Today over whether 
he knew the price of milk for 
consumers, he said: “No, 
because my wife buys most 
of it, but I have checked 
where it comes from.” 

He said their milk was pur¬ 
chased from a local branch 
of a supermarket chain, 
which pays the higher price 
for milk, or from the corner 
shop in his village of 
Fordham. 

Shadow environment 
secretary Mary Creagh said: 
“It turns out it is not just 
David Cameron and George 
Osborne who don’t know the 
price of milk - the farming 
minister is completely out of 
touch with reality too.” 

National Farmers’ Union 
vice president Adam Quinney 
said Mr Paice’s lack of 
knowledge reflected what 
surveys by the union showed, 
that the average person pre¬ 
retirement does not know the 
price of milk. 

He called for Mr Paice to 
“bang heads together” to 
ensure farmers received a fair 
price for their milk.

Trucker accused of

A MAN accused of killing a pensioner 
by driving carelessly will appear in 
court next month. 

Mark Barton, 53, is charged with 
causing the death of Ely pensioner 
Sybil Utteridge by driving a lorry in St 
Mary’s Street, Ely, without due care 
and attention. 

Mrs Utteridge, 86, of Ribe Court, Ely, 
died after she was involved in a 
collision with a DAF Rigid lorry at 
around 9.30am on October 10. 

The accident happened close to a 
pedestrian crossing which was 
closed due to roadworks. 

Barton, of Booton, near Norwich, 
was due to appear at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday but the 
case was adjourned. 

Mrs Utteridge, who had no children, 
was pronounced dead at the scene 
and was described by her siblings 
and friends as a “real salt of the 
earth”. 

Bart will be back in court on August 
15. 

Cocaine found in 
mother’s room 

A MUM-of-two has been fined after 
police discovered cocaine in her 
hostel room. 

Officers were searching Stacey 
Reddington’s room in Lynn Road, 

Ely, on May 3 when they discovered 
a spoon with some white substance 
on it. 

Tests proved the substance was 
cocaine and at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, 
Reddington, 27, pleaded guilty to 
possessing a Class A drug. 

She was fined £35 and ordered to 
pay £15 victim surcharge, all of 
which will be deducted from her 
benefits at a rate of £5 per week. 


Junction project 
wins £4m boost

ALMOST £4 million of 
EU funding will be put 
towards upgrading the 
Ely North Junction. 

The European Parliament 
agreed to invest £3.8 million in 
the scheme on Tuesday. 

It comes just a week after the 
project, estimated to cost 
around £10 million, was 
identified as a priority in a 
major blueprint to transform 
the region’s rail network. 

The major document, called 
Once in a Generation - a Rail 
Prospectus for East Anglia, was 
launched by MPs, business 
leaders and local authorities in 
a bid to make major improve¬ 
ments to the region’s rail 
services - something which 
campaigners say will create 
thousands of jobs and unlock 
billions of pounds of invest¬ 
ment. 

One of the main priorities in 
the blueprint is upgrading the 
Ely North Junction, which links 
London, Cambridge, Norwich, 

Peterborough and King’s Lynn. 

By double tracking the Ely 
junction bottleneck, campaig¬ 
ners say it could generate 
economic benefits totalling 
£100 million.

It would also allow trains to 
run every half hour from 
Cambridge to King’s Lynn and 
Norwich, and it would relieve 
pressure on the region’s 
congestion-blighted roads by 
enabling more freight to be 
carried by rail from Felixstowe 
to the Midlands. 

Cambridgeshire’s MEP, 
Richard Howitt, took part in 
the debate on Tuesday and 
said the EU funding is 
“fantastic”. 

He said: “Having fought to 
get East-West rail services from 
Felixstowe via Peterborough on 


the priority list for European 
funding, this is a fantastic 
success which will help our 
businesses and improve rail 
services for everyone. 

“This is a project ready to 
start straight away at which the 
Government has accepted is a 
‘critical bottleneck,’ and I hope 
they have the good grace to 
give credit to the European 
contribution. 

“It is good for the environ¬ 
ment to get freight off the road 
and on to rail, and even better 
with the region’s busy com¬ 
muter services benefiting, too."

Glory beckons for young players 


PLANS to build a 
new secondary 
school in Little- 
port are being 
delayed by the 
recession, it has 
been revealed. 

Education chiefs had 
hoped to have a new 
school up and running 
in the village by 2015. 

But now the much- 
needed facility might 
not be opened until 
2017. 

At a recent East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
development and 
transport committee 
meeting, members 
were told by 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council that 
the new school might 
not be in place until 
September 2017. 

Littleport parish 
councillor Fred Brown 
says the recession and 
slow building rate in 
the village is delaying 
the scheme but he 
believes the school will 
open in 2015 “at the 
latest”. 
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Cllr Brown said: “The 
recession has meant 
that houses have not 
been built in Littleport 
at the rate we thought 
they would. 

“On the Highfields 
development, for 
example, we still have 
two thirds of the site 
yet to be built. 

“The pressure to 
provide Littleport with 
its very own secondary 
school is very much 
still on but we need to 
have the extra houses 
and extra families in 
place, and the 
recession is affecting 
that. 

“I’d like to think we’d 
have the school open 
by September 2014 or 
at the latest, 2015. I 
think the county 
council is being a bit 
cynical when it says 
2017. 

“All the changes to 
planning policies could 
open the flood gates for 


development - we do 
not know what is 
around the corner.” 

People have been 
calling for a secondary 
school to be built in the 
village for years and 
potential sites are now 
being examined. 

Cllr Brown believes 
an area of agricultural 
land adjacent to 
Littleport Leisure 
Centre would be the 
“ideal” site. 

A third primary 
school could also be 
built in the village as 
part of the plans. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council said: “A 
new secondary school 
for Littleport is 
included in the 2015/16 
capital programme and 
we're hoping to start 
on site in 2015. 

“But given the size of 
the project, this pro¬ 
bably means it 
wouldn’t be completed 
until 2017. 

“However, we are 
looking to see if this 
can be brought forward 
to 2016.”

Plans voiced for 
traveller pitches

MORE traveller pitches 
are set to be built in the 
villages ofWitchford and 
Wentworth to cater for 
the area’s growing gypsy 
and traveller popu¬ 
lation. 

East Cambs District Council 
wants to build six new pitches 
in the villages - three at Pony 
Lodge in Grunty Fen Road, 
Witchford, and three in 
Church Road, Wentworth. 

Two of the pitches in Went¬ 
worth would be built at the 
existing traveller ‘north site’ 
and one at the existing ‘south 
site’. 

The authority also wants to 
build six new pitches at 82, 
Isleham Road, Fordham, and 
two pitches at Muckdungle 
Corner, Newmarket Road, 
Bottisham. 

The council needs to 
provide 14 new traveller 
pitches in East Cambs over the 
next 10 years and the five sites 
have been identified as the 
best locations. 

Three new pitches could 
also be built at Elmfield in 
Chewells Lane, Haddenham,

and eight more pitches at land 
east of 82, Isleham Road, 
Fordham - although those two 
sites are not classed as being 
as suitable as the other five. 

By 2031, the council will be 
required to find a total of 29 
extra pitches. 

With more than 150 traveller 
pitches already in East Cambs, 
council leader Peter Moakes 
says his authority has a “good 
record” for welcoming gypsies. 

He said: “In the case of 
gypsies and travellers, we have 
a good record of providing the 
right amount of pitches for 
our local population, ensuring 
we can meet the changing 
needs of our communities. 

“We will always work hard 
to ensure as East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire develops and 
grows, the infrastructure is in 
place to meet the challenges 
that the future may hold. 

“It is very important as we 
plan for the future of our 
district that we address the 
needs of all groups and 


cultures who live and thrive in 
our communities. 

“Whether it is for families, 
businesses or gypsies and 
travellers, it is our duty to 
ensure we have the necessary 
infrastructure in place to allow 
for growth in the forthcoming 
decades.” 

Potential sites in Hod Hall 
Lane, Haddenham, and land 
off Heath Road, Swaffham 
Prior, had also been ear¬ 
marked for more pitches. 

However, following an 
outcry from villagers, both 
sites have been scrapped. 

The move comes after a 
study carried out by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council’s 
research group, which found 
that 326 additional plots 
would be required in the 
county by 2031. 

Of those, 114 should be 
located in South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, 53 in Hunting¬ 
donshire, 30 in Forest Heath, 
12 in St Edmundsbury, 53 in 
Peterborough and 23 in King’s 
Lynn and West Norfolk. 

The need in Cambridge 
itself was identified as being 
just one pitch.

Exotic visitor flies into Welney 


A RARE heron has flown into the 
Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust (WWT) 
reserve in Welney - much to the 
delight of bird watchers. 

Twitchers have been descending on 
the reserve to catch a glimpse of the 
Squacco Heron, which would usually 
spend its summer in Southern Europe. 
It is the second time a Squacco Heron 
has turned up at the reserve and only 
a handful for the county. 

Squacco Herons breed mainly in 
Eastern Europe with a few sporadic 


sites in Spain and France. 

Warden, Steve Wiltshire, said: “It is 
always exciting to see a rarity on site 
but this particular individual is a very 
striking bird in its full breeding 
plumage. The breezy weather over the 
weekend meant that the plume of 
feathers on the back of the neck has 
been in full flow.”

We're taking all 
action possible 

Sir, in reply to Mr Burton-Palmer, in 
respect of the homeless people in 
Jubilee Gardens, the family who have 
been camping there was first 
brought to the council’s attention in 
March this year. 

This council has already taken action 
to remove them from the park but, 
having once successfully 
removed them, they spent some 
time in Cambridge and then 
returned to Ely. 

The council has served the 
appropriate notices invoking the 
Criminal Law Act 1984 which covers 
such illegal encampments and they 
have been visited and advised by 
housing officers, the council’s 
enforcement officer, and by a 
specialist who works with certain 
foreign nationals and asked to leave. 
The enforcement of these notices is 
now a police matter. The local police 
have been asked to enforce this but 
have to date not been able to. The 
help of the UK Borders Agency has 
also been requested and they are 
currently liaising with the police to 
see what further action can be taken 
to remove the family. 

Your concern about potential health 
hazards is also a concern of this 
council. Council parks officers 
have been inspecting the area during 
the daytime and to date have not 
found evidence of urine or 
faeces, and the people are removing 
their rubbish when they pack up in 
the daytime but this is being 
monitored as an ongoing concern. 

I agree with you that having these 
people camping in the gardens is 
absolutely inappropriate and I can 
assure you that this council has 
taken all the action it is possible to 
take to remove them from the area, 
and is liaising with the other 
agencies who now need to take 
enforcement action

Feeding a hit but 
not the mess 

Sir, I am prompted to write following 
the announcement of the fine which 
is now to be enforced, if necessary, 
by the district council if people are 
feeding the ducks on land, away 
from the designated areas. 

The amount mentioned is, of course, 
the maximum. 

I have been feeding the ducks and 
swans with my grandchildren for the 
past 10 years and originally wrote to 
the council and the press concerning 
the disgusting state near the feeding 
station at “Goose Green’ on August 6, 
2010. 

Since then cleaning has improved 
but it is still unpleasant underfoot in 
that area. 

Having pursued the matter with the 
relevant officers, whose attitude at 
the time appeared to be “nothing 
can be done”, I subsequently joined 
the City of Ely Perspective Riverside 
Group, on invitation, in February 
2011. 

The group was very concerned about 
the situation and since then an 
improvement in the arrangements 
has been pursued through many 
meetings and the decision was 
taken, and the funds found, to 
enforce the feeding of the birds in 
the river rather than on land. 


From the comments reported in the 
press, one would think that there 
was to be no feeding of the ducks at 
all. This is not so. 

A great many children, particularly 
those of pushchair age, are 
frightened by the Muscovy ducks 
and geese, which can be quite 
aggressive. 

My grandchildren have always been 
perfectly happy to throw the food 
onto the water and the local wildlife 
is not backward in coming to be fed. 
The Muscovy ducks are considered 
to be domestic birds, not wildlife, 
and the geese are at best, feral. The 
Canada geese much prefer to stay in 
the water and if fed there, would not 
come out. 

Feeding the ducks may be a big hit 
with tourists, but not the mess and 
the smell. What should be a pleasant 
grass green with trees is nothing but 
a mud patch and eventually it would 
be good to think that the birds are 
not able to access it for preening and 
sleeping, but find themselves 
somewhere wild where they belong.

Bypass ‘is best 
option’ - report

BUILDING a multi-million 
pound southern bypass in Ely 
would be the most effective 
way to tackle congestion, a 
report has concluded. 

The bypass, named Route B and 
projected to cost £28m, would be 
built to the south of Ely Station and 
over the River Great Ouse and the 
rail lines onto Stuntney Causeway, 
and would also provide the “best 
value for money” and “has the 
greatest additional benefits”. 

An Options Appraisal Report 
(OAR) has been carried out to 
analyse five options aimed at 
reducing congestion at Ely’s 
notorious railway crossing and 
Angel Drove area. 

The five options include building 
a Route D bypass, estimated to cost 
£23m, making improvements to the 
railway crossing underpass, 
building HGV queuing lanes and 
creating HGV stacking areas. But 
according to the OAR, it is the Route 
B bypass which should be built. 

The report insists the other 
options will not reduce congestion 
as effectively and that they do not 
provide value for money. 

Today, members of Cambridge- 


SOUTH East Cambs MP 
Jim Paice believes 
Route B is the best 
solution. 

He said: “Anyone who 
travels by car into Ely 
knows the problems by 
the level crossing at Ely 
Station at the southern 
entrance to the city. 

“What is needed is a 
solution which removes 
the need for vehicles to 
cross the railway line at 
all and which therefore 
takes heavy traffic out of 
the southern gateway. 

“I am urging our 
councillors to give the 



green light to the full 
bypass option rather 
than simply digging out 
the underpass as some 
have been advocating. 

“Digging out the 
underpass will come 


shire County Council’s enterprise, 
growth and community infra¬ 
structure overview and scrutiny 
committee will meet to discuss the 
report. 

Members are recommended to 
advise the council’s cabinet to 
adopt Route B as the chosen option 
in September. 

The report said: “Option B is the 
most effective in relieving 
congestion in Ely, provides the best 
value for money and, by allowing 
the improvement of the areas 
around the station, has the greatest 
additional benefits.” 

Route B has proved controversial 


with major financial 
risks in terms of 
insurance and fines for 
disrupting the rail line 
and cause major 
disruption on the A142 
for upward of six 
months. 

“These 

considerations mean 
that this option might not 
be any cheaper than the 
full bypass solution 
despite what some are 
suggesting, and it is also 
worth remembering that 
the underpass option will 
not take any traffic out of 
Ely itself.” 

among residents and organisations. 

While many insist the council 
should press ahead with building 
the bypass, which has been under 
discussion for years, others fear it 
could ruin views of Ely Cathedral 
and have a damaging effect on the 
countryside. 

English Heritage, the main 
adviser to the Government on 
heritage matters, is particularly 
worried about the affects on the 
cathedral. But the report said: “The 
impact on the heritage setting of 
the cathedral, which, while 
significant, is not considered to 
outweigh other benefits.”

“I did everything possible to avoid 
confrontation but it was difficult because 
he was so aggressive.” 

Lee was ordered to pay Mr Coyle £100 
compensation and £85 costs as part of a 
12-month conditional discharge after 
pleading guilty to assault by beating. 

Jeff Lewis, defending, said the incident 
was an “aberration” and “entirely out of 
character”. 

“He was on his stag night and had 
much more to drink than was good for 
him,” he added. 

“He was very sorry, very contrite and 
completely ashamed of his behaviour.” 

Prosecutor Paul Brown said there was 
no police record of the pair having an 
altercation in the past but Mr Lewis said: 
“It’s true to say the two have known each 
other. There’s been bad blood between 
them.”

One-way - or another? 

Debate rages on over best way to tackle city’s traffic woes 


THE debate about 
making parts of Ely one¬ 
way to traffic has reared 
its head again. 

But this time one resident 
believes the entire city centre 
should be made subject to a 
one-way system. 

Speaking on community 
website ShapeYourPlace, 
resident Andy Shaw says Ely is 
“creaking under the pressure” 
of traffic and that a one-way 
system going clockwise 
around the cathedral would 
improve the situation. 

He said: “Ely is an old city 
creaking under the pressure of 
dealing with the volume of 
traffic in and around its centre.

“Currently traffic flow is 
basically a free-for-all allowing 
cars to go in all directions 
around the city centre. This 
causes bottlenecks, hazardous 
junctions and jams. 

“If the city centre had a one¬ 
way system that went 
clockwise around the 
cathedral the flow of traffic 
could be smoothed out and 
the junctions simplified. 

“A system that went up Back 
Hill, along the Gallery 
(reversing the current 
direction) and/or Silver Street, 
along the High Street, down 


Forehill and along Broad 
Street would seem an obvious 
first step. This could be 
extended to include 
Prickwillow Road (between 
Lynn Road and Bray’s Lane) 
and Bray’s Lane (reversing the 
one-way section down the 
side ofM&Co).” 

Many residents have called 
for areas of the city, including 
Forehill and Broad Street, to 
be made one-way in recent 
months, insisting it would 
tackle congestion. 

However, others insist it 
could make the situation 
worse. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council said numerous 
suggestions about making 


areas of Ely one-way had been 
submitted as part of the recent 
Ely Traffic Improvement Fund 
consultation and that all 
comments would be 
considered. 

A council spokesman 
added: “A suggestion for one¬ 
way system highway 
amendments would demand 
considerable community 
consultation to establish full 
community desire, as, 
obviously, any dedicated one¬ 
way travel route change would 
create difficulties for those in 
the Ely community who either 
live, operate businesses or 
demand access within the 
area of any one-way system 
and within central Ely.”

Fears over Aldi bid to 
extend opening hours 


PLANS to open Ely’s new 
Aldi store until 10pm are 
causing concern for 
residents and councillors. 

The budget supermarket 
giant was granted permission 
to build a food store at the 
former Thurlow Nunn 
Standen site in Lisle Lane in 
March this year. 

A condition of the consent 
was that the store would open 
from 8am-8pm. 

But bosses have now 
applied to East Cambs District 
Council to open the store, 
when it is built, from 8am- 
10pm. 

Residents insist the 
application should be rejected 
as the site is in a residential 
area - despite nearby 
Sainsbury’s opening until 
10pm through the week.

Angela Gorakha, of The 
Vineyards, Ely, said: “The site 
is in a residential area. Having 
the noise of cars and trolleys 
in the evening is not 
acceptable. 

“There are already late 
opening supermarkets in Ely. 
We do not require another.” 

Peter Ashman, of Waterside, 
Ely, added: “It’s all very well for 
people who do not live near 
supermarkets to not think it’s 
too late but for those who live 
nearby it’s a different story. 

“It means extra noise, extra 
traffic and extra pollution for 
people like my family who live 
close to Lisle Lane. 

“Traffic is already a 


nightmare in our area, 
considerably more so since 
Sainsbury’s opened, and it’d 
be nice to have a break from it 
all in the evenings. 

“If Sainsbury’s opens till 
10pm why on earth do we 
need Aldi to open till 10pm? If 
anything, it should shut 
earlier.” 

City councillors also insist 
Aldi’s application should be 
rejected. 

Tracey Coulson, the City of 
Ely Council’s clerk, said: “This 
store is located in a residential 
area. 

“This would cause extra 
disturbance to these residents 
if they were allowed to extend 
the opening hours until 
10pm.” 

Bosses at Aldi were first 
given planning permission to 


build at the site in August 
2008. 

But that permission expired 
and the company was forced 
to re-submit plans, which it 
did in fanuary this year. 

The fresh plans involve 
building a 990sq m food store, 
complete with 85 car parking 
spaces and 26 cycle spaces. 

The company originally 
wanted to build a non-food 
unit as well but that element 
was removed. 

The decision on the 
proposed opening hours lies 
with the district council. 

Nobody from Aldi was 
available to comment.

Nearly 100 arrested in 
drink-drive crackdown 


ALMOST 100 people were 
arrested during a summer 
drink-drive crackdown in 
Cambridgeshire amid a shop- 
a-drink-driver campaign.

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Heart unit shutdown 
sparks mum’s anger

A MUM has slammed the 
decision to close a hospital 
cardiac unit which saved her 
son’s life. 

Karen Gannon’s son, Phillip, was just 
11 days old when he underwent the first 
of three open-heart procedures. 

He was born with four major heart 
defects and spent months in intensive 
care at the Royal Brompton Hospital in 
London. 

Mrs Gannon, from Soham, says her 
son, now aged 25, would not be alive 
today if it wasn’t for the dedication of 
surgeons and nurses at the specialist 
heart and lung centre. 

But following a lengthy NHS review, it 
was announced last week that the Royal 
Brompton is one of three hospitals 
which should stop performing heart 
surgery on children. 

The review concluded that expertise 
was spread too thinly and that the 
number of cardiac units should be cut 
from 10 to seven, removing units at the 
Royal Brompton, the Evelina Children’s 
Hospital and Great Ormond Street 
Hospital for Children. 

A plan is now in place to close all three 
units. 

Mrs Gannon, who lives with Phillip, 
her husband Colin, and other son, Chris,

in Clay Street, Soham, says the decision 
to close the Royal Brompton unit is an 
“awful” one. 

She said: “This is an awful decision. 
There are no cardiac units for children in 
the whole of East Anglia and the Royal 
Brompton is the nearest one. 

“According to the report, over 400 
procedures a year are done by both the 
Brompton & Great Ormond Street with 
The Evelina doing over 500 a year. 

“The closing of the Royal Brompton's 
child cardiac unit means Great Ormond 
Street and The Evelina will share 1,300 
procedures a year between them. 

“If it wasn’t for this hospital unit, 
Phillip wouldn’t be alive today. We, like 


so many families out there, owe them for 
keeping him alive. This cannot be 
allowed to close.” 

Thousands of people, including 
celebrities, protested against the unit’s 
closure. 

Speaking after the decision, Bob Bell, 
chief executive of the Royal Brompton 
and Harefield NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “It is very difficult to know what to 
say at times like these but it is even more 
difficult to try and understand how this 
committee could have come to such a 
decision. 

“Over the past 18 months we have 
seen respiratory charities, independent 
clinicians from around the world and 
many anxious parents, highlighting time 
and time again the damaging effects on 
specialist respiratory care for children if 
Royal Brompton’s paediatric intensive 
care unit is closed.” 

Announcing the decision, Sir Neil 
McKay, chairman of the Joint 
Committee of Primary Care Trusts, said: 
“This is a landmark decision that 
clinicians and patients have long called 
for which will enable the NHS to 
improve care for children with 
congenital heart disease. 

“The needs of children have been at 
the heart of this review. Parents, patients 
and clinicians told us consistently 
during consultation that quality of care 
should be the most important factor.” 

Mrs Gannon says she will continue to 
campaign against the unit’s closure.

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This just isn't cricket 


With his latest appearance at Cambridge Arts Theatre, former 
Time Lord Colin Baker tells PAUL KIRKLEY about stepping into 
John Thaw’s shoes as Inspector Morse and coming to terms with 
his “summary departure” from Doctor Who

C OLIN Baker is on a high - 
literally. The actor has 
driven to the top of a 
Derbyshire peak to get a good 
enough phone signal to talk to 
The Guide. But he’s also buzzing 
about his latest project, taking the 
lead in novelist Chris Paling’s first 
stage play, The Final Test. 

Baker plays Peter, a cricket obsessive 
whose comfortable slide into his dotage is 
rudely interrupted when his wife 
announces she’s sold the house and is 
upping sticks with her lover. Peter deals 
with this in the only way he knows how - 
by staying put in the garden and listening 
to the test match on the radio. Which 
comes as something of a surprise to the 
house’s new owners ... 

“When I read it, I knew I had to do it,” 
says Baker, who turned 69 a few weeks 
ago. “I’m appalled to say it coincides so 
much with many of my characteristics. It 
was a part I had to play.” 

Born in London but raised in Rochdale, 
Baker made his name in the mid-70s in the 
BBC’s hit trucking saga The Brothers, 
playing the villainous merchant banker 
Paul Merroney. 

In 1983, he won the part of the sixth 
Doctor Who (OK, OK, he won the part of 
the sixth Doctor in Doctor Who - don’t 
write in) after impressing producer John 
Nathan-Tumer while holding court at a 
mutual acquaintance’s wedding reception. 

He confidently claimed his intention to 
beat Tom Baker’s record-breaking seven- 
year stint in the Tardis. Sadly, things didn’t 
quite work out that way: midway through 


Baker’s first season as a particularly 
waspish, spectacularly badly dressed 
incarnation of the Time Lord, the BBC 
announced plans to axe Doctor Who. 

A relaunch following a public outcry 
proved a flop, and Baker was sacked - a 
perverse decision since he was about the 
only good thing in it at the time. 

Baker refused the BBC’s request to 
come back and film a final “regeneration” 
story, so they had to settle for his 
successor Sylvester McCoy in an 
unconvincing curly blonde wig instead. 
But at the turn of the century, he became 
one of several past Doctors to reprise his 
role for a popular series of audio dramas. 
He showed exactly what he could do when 
served with better scripts and was 
rewarded by being named the best actor in 
the range by fans. And in 2011 his 
rehabilitation was completed when he was 
voted to succeed such luminaries as Jon 
Pertwee and Brigadier actor Nicholas 
Courtney as honorary president of the 
Doctor Who Appreciation Society. 

Meanwhile, he has carved out a career 
as one of British theatre’s most reliable 
leading men in everything from Timothy 
West’s production of HMS Pinafore to She 
Stoops to Conquer (alongside ex-wife 
Liza Goddard, no less) and last year’s 
House of Ghosts - in which he stepped 
into the late John Thaw’s sizeable brogues 
to play Inspector Morse. 

The Final Test arrived in Cambridge on 
Monday for a five-night run at the Arts 
Theatre. Before that, though, What s On 
found Baker in ebullient form, despite the 
Derbyshire drizzle .. . 

Hi Colin - how is the run going so far? 
It’s going very well. I mean, it’s quite 


tough getting audiences in theatres at the 
moment. And being a new play, we’re 
competing with all sorts of stuff where 
people know what they’re getting. Nobody 
knows what this is yet. 

We also have to persuade people it’s not 
about cricket, because there are two things 
you don’t want: one is people not coming 
because they think it’s about cricket, and 
the other is people coming because they 
think it is about cricket. It’s about 
marriage, and it’s about obsession, really. 
One of your most recent roles before 
this was playing Inspector Morse - was 
that a daunting prospect? 

It was a bit of a daunting prospect, yes. 


But I was so flattered by being offered it - 
the director and producer contacted me 
and said they wanted me to do it - and 
that’s very enabling. If you don’t have to 
fight for a part, and they say: ‘We think 
you’re the right person for it’, that’s a very 
rare thing in this business. Funnily 
enough, the only other part that ever came 
to me that way was Doctor Who. I didn’t 
have to audition for that, either. 

Have you come to terms with what 
happened, or does it still rankle? 

I’ve come to terms with it, yes. You have 
to. Looking back with grumpiness doesn’t 
make for a happy life, does it? And it’s all 
been for a purpose - I’ve had a perfectly 


good career since and maybe it would 
have been a mistake to do seven years, as I 
originally threatened! 

It’s the apple of the BBC’s eye now, isn’t 
it, which is the exact opposite of your 
day. 

I know, I do envy the three most recent 
Doctors because the BBC have suddenly 
realised they’ve got a golden egg in their 
hands. And they had it then, but the BBC 
back then seemed to be almost 
embarrassed about having popular 
programmes. Now, with all the reality 
television, they’re falling over themselves 
to reach the lowest common denominator. 
So it’s quite nice that a programme that 
actually does have high production 
standards like Doctor Who is extremely 
successful. 

You were the first famous person I ever 
interviewed. As a teenager in the late 
80s, I was doing a little photocopied 
Doctor Who fanzine selling about 100 
copies, and you gave me about two 
hours of your time, backstage at the 
Grand Theatre in Leeds before a show, 
for free, even though there was nothing 
in it for you. I’ve never forgotten that. 
Well thank you for saying that. Because, to 
be quite brutal, I probably wouldn’t do it 
now. I need my kip between shows now! 

I don’t know whether people have changed 
but, back then, genuine young enthusiasm 
was kind of infectious. Young people now 
just seem to want to know how to become 
an actor. If they say ‘How do I be like 
you?’ I say ‘Do it for 40 years and see 
what happens’. Perhaps I’m a little less 
tolerant. I’ve got grumpier. But it’s always 
nice to hear that I was nice once.

Avoid pitfalls of posted plants 



IT’S FOR YOU Which? Gardening has launched a campaign to put 
plant buyers in the picture when it comes to their rights.

I F YOU’RE among the 
unlucky people who order 
their plants by post and have 
received dead or dying plants, 
battered bulbs and dried-out 
specimens, help is at hand. 

Which? Gardening , the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has just launched 
a Better Plants By Post campaign to 
make people aware of their rights and 
encourage retailers to improve their 
services. 

This followed a survey it carried out 
among customers who have bought 
plants online or by mail order/phone in 
the past two years. 

Some 36% of respondents had 
experienced a problem when buying 
plants in this way, with the most 
common complaint being the quality of 
plants or bulbs provided, packages left 
on the doorstep while customers were 
away and damaged packaging. 

Others received dead or dying plants, 
specimens that were too small or which 
quickly succumbed to disease and some 


which were rotten on arrival. 

Only half of those who complained 
received replacements, while a fifth 


received a refund. 

The survey also asked customers to 
rate the service they had received from 


26 retailers. 

David Austin Roses, Bloms Bulbs, 
Crocus and Sarah Raven came out top 
for customer satisfaction, while Garden 
Bargains, Spalding Bulbs and Bakker 
were at the bottom. 

In its latest issue, the magazine offers 
tips on what you should do when faced 
with common problems and your legal 
rights. 

If you receive a plant you think is 
dead, the Sale of Goods Act 1979 says 
that you are entitled to a refund as long 
as you have notified the retailer of the 
problem within ‘a reasonable time’. 
What is reasonable depends on the 
circumstances, but is typically three to 
four weeks, or less, from when the 
goods are received. Contact the seller as 
soon as you know there’s a problem. 

Similarly, if a plant you receive is 
diseased, you can ask for your money 
back within a reasonable time, or a 
replacement. In the first six months, the 
onus is on the seller to prove the plants 
weren’t supplied diseased rather than 
you having to prove that they were. 

It makes no difference if the plants 
were damaged before they were sent or 
in transit, it’s the seller's responsibility, 
so you can ask for your money back 
within a reasonable time, or a 
replacement. Don’t let the seller put the 
onus on you to take it up with the 
courier they used. 

If you’re worried you haven’t received 
the plant you ordered, but won't know 
until it flowers or fruits, you can ask for 
a refund (you could argue you have 
more than the usual ‘reasonable time’ as 


you couldn’t know the problem until it 
flowers) or a replacement, sent at the 
seller's expense. Raise your concern 
with the seller as soon as you suspect 
they’ve sent you the wrong plant. 

If you ordered a plant but by the time 
it was delivered the window for planting 
it or potting it up had passed and a 
specific date had been given for 
delivery, you could argue that time was 
of the essence in the contract and that by 
failing to deliver by that date, the seller 
breached the contract. You should get a 
refund. 

If no specific delivery date was given, 
the seller should have delivered within a 
reasonable time. The reasonable time 
would depend on the circumstances and 
the window for planting the plant you 
ordered. 

The campaign is urging retailers to 
adopt 10 key criteria - some legal 
obligations, others just good practice - 
to improve their service. 

These include giving an accurate 
description of the plant (including its 
size) and flagging up any particular 
growing requirements, adopting strict 
quality control measures before the 
plants are sent out and ensuring 
packaging is secure enough to 
completely protect the plant in transit.

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Electric transport solutions go on display 


THE first Go Electric 
event took place outside 
the Napp building on 
Cambridge's Science 
Park on Thursday, writes 
Mike Scialom. 

The event was intended for 
anyone who’s wondered what 
it’s like to drive an electric car 
or van or for those wishing to 
try out a new electric bike. 

Go Electric was sponsored 
and hosted by Napp and 
supported by Marshalls, 
Allied Vehicles, Renault, 
Environment Agency, Zipcar, 
Evalu8, The Electric 
Transport Shop, Dutch Bikes 
and Electric Travel. 

“The great thing about the 
Go Electric event is the 
opportunity to actually ride or 
drive electric vehicles. We 
believe this is the first event of 
its kind in Cambridge,” said 
Tony Clayton, coordinator of 
the Travel Plan+ project (TP+) 


which organised the event. 
“We’ve brought together a 
wide range of fully electric 
cars, vans and bicycles in one 
place to give commuters and 
businesses the chance to find 
out what all the fuss is about 
and speak directly to the 
experts. I think commuters 
will be surprised at the range 
of vehicles already on the 
market. 

“Events organised by TP+ 
are organised, fun and 
informative,” said Eddie 
Kehoe of The Electric 
Transport Shop, the Mill 
Road-based electric bicycle 
specialists. “I am certain 
there are quite a few empty 
car park spaces in the 
Science Park area as a result,” 
Eddie added. 

A quick tour of the site 
revealed a depth of 
enthusiasm and knowledge 
which was very helpful.

Supamoto will 
have Zero demonstrators in 
the Chesterton outlet later 
this month, with prices 
starting from £6,500 and 
ranges starting at 40 miles 
with a top speed of 90mph. 
The top-spec model has a 
range of 114 miles and is 
priced at £11,500. 

Hugh Salt on the Dutch 
Bike stand has long been an 
electric bike enthusiast. “We 
only do electric Dutch 
bikes,” Hugh explained. “I’ve 


lived in Holland since the 
1970s and when I came here 
- my parents live in 
Grantchester - people would 
ask me to bring them one 
over. People never lost the 
cycling culture in Holland 
and we’re now scrabbling to 
get it back again.” 

On the car side there was 
Wests with the amazing 
Kangoo electric van and the 
startling new Twizy (pictured 
above), Marshall Peugeot 
with the iOn and Cambridge 
Chevrolet with the Volt. There 
was also a Volvo XC60 with an 
all-electric powertrain 
converted by Cambridge- 
based Ricardo. “We’re based 
in Cambridge, on the Science 
Park,” said Minsuk Shin on 
the Ricardo stand: we’ll be 
hearing more from them in 
due course. 

There’ll be more electric 
updates in future starting 
with a road test of the

The Greens follow up Saturday’s game 
at Mildenhall with trips to Newmarket 
and Haverhill, with Fallon keen to have 
more of an idea of his first 11 by the time 
they entertain Cambridge City on July 28.

WORLD record holder Jonnie 
Peacock will be going for gold on the 
biggest stage after being named in 
Great Britain’s Paralympics athletics 
squad. 

Chatteris sprinter Peacock, 19, will 
go into the Games in the best 
possible shape having set a world 
record of 10.85sec in the T44100m 
at the US Paralympic Track & Field 
Trials, taking 0.39sec off his 
personal best. 

His time was 0.06sec faster than the 


one set in 2007 by the United States’ 
Marlon Shirley, who took Paralympic 
gold in 2004, as well as being quicker 
than the 10.91 registered by South 
Africa’s ‘Blade Runner’ Oscar 
Pistorius five years ago. 

That achievement followed his BT 
Paralympic World Cup success in 
Manchester, when he crossed the line 
first in a time of 11.32. 

Peacock is part of a 49-strong 
athletics squad that UKA head coach 
Peter Eriksson wants to see improve 


on the 18th position secured in 
Beijing in 2008. 

“That medal performance has been 
our benchmark for progress ever 
since,” said Eriksson. “Overall the 
strength and depth of the squad has 
improved and that’s a huge positive. 

“I’m confident we can do well, but 
we can’t underestimate the fact every 
other nation will have stepped up 
their preparation and performance 
goals in this quickly evolving and 
fast-improving sport.”
